A Collectivization, not socialization:

The people who want to find 
out about the "big blue marble 
on which we live" no longer 
view technology as "the fruit of 
some scientific tree, nor do 
they see science as the "juice ' 
of some technological fruit". 
Speaking at McGill last night, 
Beatty Memorial Lecturer Derek 
Solla Price outlined a newly 

. onship of science and tech- 
nology, in which technological 
developments direct the course 
of scientific research, while 
scientific research moulds the 
path of technology. 

Craftsmanship, the develop- 
ment of scientific apparatuses, 
leads to scientific d i scoveries. 
Price cited Newton's invention

izaton": this was the message 
of Trotskylst-cum-Anarchlst 
Murray Bookchin, as he addres- 
sed students on "Understand- 
ing the City." In a short history,. 

' He traced the evolution of the 
city from its origins in the 
division of labour in tribal soci- 
eties through its organization 
on the basis of guilds and other 
collectivist structures. He Im- 
mediately contrasted this with 
the "atom izat ion" under capital- 
ism. Under capitalism, he con- 
tinued, all social relations have 

, been reduced to relations of 
buying and selling and the only 

'ties which remain between 
people are those of the market. 
Relations between people have 
become antagonistic since the 
relation of buying commodities 
and selling one's labour power 
places the buyer and seller 
opposed to each other.' 

Instead of a city being a place 
where strangers could be 
assimilated into society, a city

has become a place where men 
are viewed with, suspicion and 
fear. In short, the city has 
become its historical "anti- 
thesis". 

Bookchin then described hov 
civic life has been destroyed, 
how voting has replaced 
political action, and the feeling 
of powerlessness people sense 
when confronted with such 
large population densities. 
Cities, he continued, are no 
longer described' as simply 
cities, but as "Standard Metro- 
politan Statistical Areas" or 
"SMSA" (pronounced smo-sa). 
He described SMSA .as a new 
- "wasteland", where people are 
"reduced to masses", and he 
further stated that we. are now 
Witnessing "SMSA spreading 
right across the map like a 
smudge." A city Is now 
regarded as a "success", if "it 
produces a profit", or. if It is 
"business success." For e: 
ample, in. New. York, Mayor 
Beame is Judged a good mayor, 
"because he's a good accoun- 
tant." 

Bookchin went on to criticize 
the conventional solutions as 
only touching the surface, and 
obscuring the social relations 
which have resulted in the 
cities' present state of decay. 
The first "solution" he attacked 
was that of creating a "new 
design", and of giving people 
more space. To begin with, 
Bookchin opined, there is 
already plenty of space, but that 
in most cases, it is in the form of 
rubble and waste. Further, the 
viewof the city as a machine has 
already led to the conception (in 
Los Angeles), of green spaces 
populated with plastic plants 
that could be regularly vacuum- 
cleaned. 

It is hoped that in this 
antiseptic environment, the 



"refugees from the supermar- 
kets" would find sanctuary. 
According to this reasoning, 
Bookchin continued, the jetti- 
soning of cities into Buckmin- 
ster Fuller's "space cities" is 
not far off. 

To solve the crisis of the 
cities, a "fundamental revolu- 
tionary change" Is required, one 
. that will not stop at the sociali- 
zation of private property, but 
one that will "collectivize pro- 
duction". According to Book- 
chin, this is the crucial 
difference between Anarchists 
and Marxists: that the former 
insist on collectivization, while 
io latter stops at socialization. 
The second Important change 
is one of decentralization, so 
that cities will be reduced to a 
"human scale". This Is also* 
necessary to avoid bureaucrati- 
zation. 

ookchin further asserted 
at all of these changes could 
come about only as a result of 
increasing involvement of peo- 
ple In. the- cities, specifically 
through the vehicle of Anarchist . 
organizations. To show that this 
was already beginning to 



of calculus as an example. 
When Newton began applying 
his new tool, to old problems, 
"results just tumbled out, and 
new questions arose out of old 
problems". 

According to Price, "people 
have a crazy idea that instru- 
ments are for measurements, 
which Is pure poppycock". Not 
until the seventeenth century 
were instruments put to that 
se. Until that time, they 
functioned as models to help 
scientists understand and visu-' 
alize concepts. 

Price views science as a 
"jigsaw puzzle that started -In 
the. seventeenth century, and 
everyone has been working on 
it ever since". Scientists are 
"playing the only game there is 
to play. The rules of the game 
say that science Is terribly, 
difficult, that everyone has to 
be clever, sneaky, and lucky, 
and that everything one thinks 
of has already been done, so 
forget it. In the puzzle of 
science, one always has to 
hope something in the puzzle 
has been put in wrong, and he'll 
get it right". Technology is its 
own jigsaw puzzle, "but sci- 
ence keeps dashing in, making 
new technology". 

A major part of solving the 
puzzle of science is the 



publication of scientific pa- 
pers, according to Price. 
During the question period, one 
member of the audience point- 
ed out that all research Is not 
done in just one language, 
which complicates the puzzle. 
Price stated that "When one 
looks at the literature of 
another language, it is as if one 
were wearing intellectual sun- 
glasses that let in only one-fifth 
of the light". He noted, 
however, "that anything worth 
discovering is discovered many 
times over. 'I he language 
barrier is much more prévalant 
in social science than in natural 
science because there is only 
one natural world to discover". 

Price noted that technologi- 
cal advancement is heavily tied 
to politics' and economics. If 
one has technological know- 
ledge that will greatly benefit 
mankind, but would be econ- 
omically devastating "that per- 
son will have a hell of a time". 

Price also advocated that 
scientific apparatuses and med- 
ical equipment should be made 
by. the country that will use It, 
even if it can be imported at a 
lower price, because such a 
system would lead to native 
mechanical expertise, and e- 
ventually stimulate that coun- 
try's economy.

happen,, he pointed to the 
example of New York City.. 
There are already 13,000 block 
committees, which have already 
had a conference with 1300 
delegates. He said this was 
happening because people were 
having to organize simply in 
order to survive. 

The quéstion-and-answer 
period following the talk was 
almost completely confined to a 
Marxist-Anarchist dialogue, on 
the subject of revolutionary 
organizations and their struc- 
ture. ' The meeting finally 
dissolved as the audience 
spontaneously arose to leave 
behind the anarchy of the 
meeting.

Forty citizens rallied las* 
night to form the Ste. Famille 
Street Committee. John Gar- 
diner of MCM St.. Louis was 
the guest speaker at the 
committee's first general as- 
sembly and was seconded by 
Klaus Bylsma of the St. Louis 
Tenants' Association. The citi- 
zens' main fears as residents of 
buildings owned by Paxmil 
(formerly Concordia Corpora- 
tion) is that of eviction and 
large rent increases. These 
fears are well founded for 
Paxmil has relused to- renew 
■ leases and has considerably 
neglected the upkeep of their 
property. 

"The proprietor wants top 
profit in the area and is not 
particularly interested in the 
upkeep of the buildings", 
Gardiner explained. "Under 
present zoning laws the area 
«ast of the McGill campus is 
protected against demolition 
and the building of highrises 
for a certain length of time. 
Despite the 'freeze' on the area, 
no proprietor is obliged to 
provide the badly needed 
renovations a'nd repairs. Deter- 



ioration of lodgings cannot be 
frozen". 

But Gardiner pointed out that 
it would be . to Paxmil's"" 
financial benefit to renovate the 
buildings with the aid of 
government subsidies. In this 
way, Paxmil could subdivide 75 
percent of their apartments Into 
smaller dwellings and renovate 
in one full sweep. "Renova- 
tions" of this nature would not 
only eliminate family dwellings 
but rents would become un- 
bearable for the people who 
now reside on Ste. Famille 
Street. Klaus Bylsma volun- 
teered to organize classes 
concerning the rights of citi- 
zens, in an effort to Inform the 
citizens of Ste. Famille and the 
surrounding area of their rights 
and privileges as tenants. 

The citizens discussed pos- 
sible improvements for their 
street including parks to 
replace the vacant lots, street 
festivals and food co-ops. The 
„main goat - "United Citizens 
can protect themselves and 
change things - from street 
committees ' to neighbourhood 
councils where working people 
have control over their dally 
lives".

There is 
widespread speculation that Soviet tanks,- upon the death of 
the- good Marshal, will digest Yugoslavia and mop up 
Albania, thereafter satellizing that irredentlstic area of the

boxes, the vernacularlzation of the church was a reaction to 
the secular sixties— an attempt to bolster depleted coffers.

n good faith I described my job, ignoring the irony 
,,,implicit in an employee telling an employer what she has been 
hired to do. 
In good failh I signed the refined description. 
In vain I waited for the joint "discussion" which, I 
believed, would inform me of the bases, categories and 
reasons for an eventual reclassification, and would allow me 
; to contribute to and share in any decisions affecting me 
personally. 
What I did receive was 

1) a cheque (13 October, am) for a retroactive salary 
Increase— without explanation or explication. 

2) a printout (13 October, pm) showing a salary increase 
and a change of classification and title from C0601 
.Administrative Secretary to C0803 Secretary 8, with a letter 
explaining, that I have now been classified, that I may have to 

' return the retroactive increase, and that I may- appeal the. 
evaluation decision. 

3) Confirmation of Salary and Classification (31 October). 
I wish to appeal the loss of title of Administrative 

Secretary - 1 have worked under that title for three years and 
l it is a vital component of the work I have contributed over the 
last seven years. It is an important part of my work* 
,', experience for future references. 

I wish to protest 1) the lack of consultation over final 
^classification; 2) the lack of necessary information vital to 
understanding how to describe the job in relation to final 
categories and factors; 3) the lack of a personal copy of my 
placement within the 10-grade system; 4) the lack of com- 
parison figures and Information whereby I can judge the 
: fairness of the "parity" decision within and external to the 
University. (Am I expected to appeal on the basis that I do 
not like the decision? or on the basis that I have not received 
parity?). 

I wish to -know how (or if) with this new system 1) I can 
upgrade myself within my category in my department? 2) I 
can upgrade myself our of my category within my 
department? 3) I can do either 1) or 2) in another area of 
McGill? 

. I await an early reply and interview.

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According, to Vice-principal 
(Academic) Eigll Pedersen, if 
half the McGill student body 
doesn't get out and vote in the 
current constitutional referen- 
dum, there's more than a fair 
chance that Students' Society 
will not exist next year - in his 
own words, its "existence 
might be interrupted". 

According to student repre- 
sentatives .on the University 
Senate, or Student Senators 
as they prefer to be called, 
this should be the case— the 
utility of the Society has 
lapsed and we should forget 
about trying to resurrect it, in 
any form. 

If there Is no Students' 
Society next year, there will 
be no Daily, no Film Society, 
no Women's Union, no cafe- 
teria - in fact, the University 
Administration is openly dis- 
cussing the transition of the 
Student Union building into 
classroom space -for the 
coming year. There will be no 
student-funded clubs and no 
space to house their activities 
if there were. 

In the past (contrary to one 
Student Senator's musings on 
Democracy), two to three 
thousand students participa- 
ting in a decision have been 
enough to constitute a valid 
"student opinion". Pedersen's 
insistence on such an unreal- 
istlcally inflated turn-out fig- 
ure is indicative of an attitude 
within the university about 
'.'Its" students.

Publicity arid public discus- 
sion on the issues , (re-educa- 
tion, as theCRSS has termed it) 
has been virtually non-exis- 
tent. Normal -restructuring of 
procedures of publication, dis- 
cussion, revision, re-publica- 
tion and further discussion 
before the actual voting have 
all been ignored with these 
constitution proposals. Whei 



discussion has taken place, 
participants have had no 
choice other than to quibble 
about terminology and trivi- 
als, and the contrasting philo- 
sophical justifications have 
remained obscured. 

The -first publicity posters 
went up this week, three 
months after the release of the 
first proposal and only three 
days before the crucial vote 
was to take place. 

The responsibility for any 
failure of the referendum lies 
not with the students, nor 
' even . with the now weary 
members of the Restructuring 
Committee, but rather with 
the Senate of the University. It 
was Senate that moved in and 
snuffed out the Society last 
. year, without asking the per- 
mission of students, and it 
could be only its members res- 
ponsibility toseethat adequate 
steps were taken to revitalize 
the organization. . 

But Senate members such 
as Pedersen and the co-opted 
Student Senators are now 
seeking to interpret the 
results of their collective ir- 
responsibility as disinterest 
on the paît o 
body 

In any cas 
important 
vole today, or next Tuesday 
.on the referendum issue, even 
if only to register for neither of 
the constitution proposals. 
Surely the issue at stake , is 
clear - students are human 
beings capable of dealing with 
.any problems in their own 
affairs and Senate and the 
Administration have absolute- 
ly no business meddling with 
our money and organization.

a puppet 

It was reported in the 
Sunday Times of London last 
week that the Americans and 
South Africans were both 
paving the way for the 
impostiion of a "moderate" 
pro-western leader in Namibia. 
It seems that, to protect their 
accrued interests in the 
country's national resources 
come the inevitable indepen- 
dence day, they must find the 
right man to watch over "the 
interests, of the Namibian 
people." 

However, their candidate, 
Chief Clemens Kapuuo of the 



Herero tribe, is a relative un- 
known in liberation politics. 
For their dark horse to come 
from behind to displace the 
UN-accepted favourite 
SWAPO, they have- enlisted 
the selling expertise of 
Madison Avenue. 

UN documents' uncovered 
by the Sunday Times suggest 
the reasons for the American 
advertising "establishment's 
selfless involvement in Kapu- 
uo's promotion. The Chief is 
not as marketable a commod- 
ity as are the substantial 
mineral resources of the 
territory. Yet like Namibia's 
mineral resources, Kapuuo 
needs further processing be- 
fore being sold. 

The two documents concern 
the clandestine activities of 
the American Agency for 
International Development 
(AID). The first paper, entitled 
"Namibia and Shuttle Diplo- 
macy," was * born of the 
discussions between the 
American Foreign Secretary 
Kissinger and Prime Minister 
Vorster. The agreement stipu- 
lated that the Americans 
would help calm the "Com- 
munist threat" in Namibia in 
return for which Vorster would 
advise Ian Smith to surrender 
Rhodesia. 

The second document was 
prepared by two nameless UN 



officials who aptly christened 
it "Apparent Covert Operations 
Against Namibia." This docu- 
ment is dated 31 October, 
several years after the United 
Nations heralded in a series.of 
resolutions depriving the Re- 
public of this legacy from 
1918. As Namibia, even in its 
undeveloped state, is the 
fourth largest mineral pro- 
ducer on the continent, It is 
surprising that the UN has 
taken so long to acknowledge 
'Covert Operations* in Nami- 
bia. 

SWAPO,- acknowledged by 
many of the Third World as 
Namibia's legitimate govern- 
ment, has been receiving 
financial support from Mos- 
cow; In the words of one 
American capitalist quoted in 
the Sunday Times, the Ameri- 
cans are interested not so 
much in selling Kapuuo to the 
world as they are to avoid 
"another Angola". 

It is not an aberration of his- 
torical evolution that the fate 
of this African nation will 
probably be decided by the 
skill of New York marketing 
people. Countless other dis- 
tortions by the western media 
have long influenced interna- 
tional opinion on Third World 
issues.

Quebec next?: Tuition fees 
to rise in Ontario

TORONTO (CUP)-Ontarlo 
college and university students 
will face tuition fee Increases of 
30 and 17 percent next year, the 
provincial government an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Harry. Parrott, Colleges and 
Universities minister, also an- 
nounced operating grant in- 
reases for each type of- 
Institution of only,8.7 percent 
and eight percent. 

Community college students 
will pay an additional $75, 
increasing fees from $250 to 
$325. University students face 
an increase of about $100, 
pushing their tuition fees to 
about $700. 

The provincial government 
cannot order the fee Increase, 
but by cutting back on operating 



grant increases, institutions 
will be forced to levy fee 
Increases in order to . meet 
costs. 

Parrott said the funding 
program Is designed to make 
students pay a larger share of 
education costs. 

"The increased costs faced by 
universities and colleges 
should be borne in part by the 
students who attend them and 
In part by the taxpayer." 

Parrott also announced In- 
creases in the budget of the 
Ontario Student Assistance 
program from $61 million to $74 
million next year. However, 
students must still take out a 
$1,000 loan before receiving 
provincial grants. 
. Parrott said higher tuition

government and implemented 
increased tuition fees for visa 
students at U of C. 

The decision to add a $300 
increase for new visa students 
was announced Tuesday and 
follows a "request" from Bert 
Hohol, Alberta Advanced Edu- 
cation Minister, that the board 
take such action. 

The request was contained in 
a private letter to board chair- 
person Ross MacKimmle. 

MacKimmie denied Tuesday 
.that the board had been 
unduly pressured by the 
government. He said the board 
had been "pretty responsible" 
in its decision and claimed the 
university's autonomy "had not 



been compromised". 

However, board member 
Harvey Buckmaster, a physics 
professor, said Tuesday that 
Hohol had threatened to 
change the province's Universi- 
ties Act, "which says only the 
board can Implement fee in- 
creases, if the board did not go 
along with his wishes. 

The minister said "You do it 
(oppose fee increase) and I'll 
change Jhe act", Buckmaster 

Vic Cowley, U of C Students 
Union Services vice-president, 
said the move will generate very 
little new revenue for the uni- 
versity. If the same number of 
new internationals is admitted 
next year as in the current year, 
only an extra $12,000 would be 
raised.

fees will be taken Into account 
when students apply for finan- 
cial assistance. 

"As In the past, students who 
can't pay their full share of 
education costs may apply for 
financial assistance from 
OSAP." 

Ontario's 22 colleges will 
receive a total of $250 million In 
operating grants, up from $230 
million; while universities will 
receive $703 million, up from 
projected expenditures this year 
of $651 million for - the 
province's 15 publicly-funded 
universities and other post- 
secondary Institutions. 

Increases for 1977-78 are 
down from this year's operating 
grant increase of 14.4 percent 
and follow a trend set by the 
provincial government in recent- 
years of steadily decreasing 
increments in post-secondary 
operating grants. 

For the 1975-76 academic 
year, funding for universities 
and colleges increased 16.9 
percent, a drop from the 19.6 
increase the previous year. 

According to Parrott's fig- 
ures, university students will 
pay 15 percent . of their 

after the increases are imple- 
mented. 

The Ontario Federation of 
Students called an emergency 
session of its member campus- 
es for Sunday (Nov 28) to decide 
on strategy for dealing with the 
tuition hike. The four-year-old 
federation has concentrated on 
opposition to tuition fee hikes 
and student aid policies since It 
was formed in 1972. When 
university fees were increased 
$1 00 at that time, the Federation 
organized a tuition fee boycott. 
The boycott was followed by a 
four-year freeze on tuition fees. 



A survey distributed last week 
revealed that the majority of 
students are satisfied with the 
food being served In the 
Residences. The survey, which 
was conducted within all the 
Residences, yielded 268 returns ' 
out of the 800 polled. It was 
conducted by Kevin Berger and 
Cindy Kierner, food representa- 
tives of Gardner Hall. 

On a scale from poor to 
excellent, 73 percent of the 
students felt that the food j 
ranged from fair to excellent. 
These. figures sharply disputed 
* claims made in a previous Dally 
5 article that "students living in 
3 the Co-Ed dormitories are 
Seating at the Bishop Mountain 
«3 Hall (BMH) cafeteria are diss'at- 
7 isfied with the quality of the 
food service they are receiving." 

In answer to the charge that 
"residents have repeatedly 
asked for greater variety and 
larger servings", the survey 
revealed that 71 percent fëlt 
there was a sufficient amount of 
food and 54'percent said tha"t 
there was "enough of a variety." 
The 46 p'.'.cent who felt there 
was not enough variety claimed 
that only two choices (plus a 
vegetarian meal) of the main 
course were offered each day. 

Food Services Manager 
Christine Samson, in response 
to this, said that costs would 
rise as a result of a need for an 
increased staff if more choices 
weré offered. She also noted 
that most food Items in the main 
course were offered only once 
every five weeks wjth more 
popular items being offered 
more frequently. 



Maureen Leat, dietetic intern 
at . Health Services, when 
questioned about the nutrition 
of the meals at the Residences, 
replied that the meals were 
basically nutritious, although it 
is up to the student to pick out 
the right choices at every meal. 
She would like to see more 
variety of each food item, but 
acknowledged the Impossibility 
of providing for 800 different 
tastes. 

The Daily's "usually reliable" 
sources proved to be wrong in 
their intimation that the food 
staff plans to make further 
cutbacks on the services. 
Samson stated that there were 
no further cutbacks planned. 

The complaint that the food 
coupons, redeemable at Burn- 
side Hall, Mclntyre Medical 
Building, and the Student Union 
cafeteria, were of too little value 
at$1 was frequently indicated in 
the survey.. Samson explained 
that the food costs of a lunch 
served at BMH were approxi- 
mately $1 with labour costs 
adding to this. She did, 
however, Increase the value to 
$1.10 feeling this was a mean 
value between students who 
wish to buy either more or less 
than a dollar. Food Services are, 
however, not making a profit off 
this coupon. 

Douglas Hall, which has its 
own' dlh!ng;'r6drri;"- was 1 also 
polled^ and revealed similar 
results, 74 percent saying the 
food ranged from fair to excel- 
lent. An Interesting result 
occurred in their response to the 
amount of variety where 67 
percent approved of it as 
opposed to 54 percent at BMH. 



Social Credit shuts 
BC university 



(CUP)— The entire faculty and 
staff of a small university In Nel- 
son, B.C. have been laid off In 
the face of the institution's 
closure by the provincial 
government nextadademlcyear. 

But some of the 23 faculty 
members of Notre Dame 
University may be able to'find 
work If the Social Credit 
government establishes a pro- 
posed multi-campus university 
in the British Columbia Interior 
by that time. 

It all depends on whether 
•Simon Fraser University in 
Burnaby decides to administer 
and grant degrees for the new 
institution, one campus of 
which - would occupy the 
buildings of Notre Dame. 

The new university was 
proposed in the report of a 
one-person government advis- 
ory commission comprising 
William Winegard, former Uni- 
versity of Gùelph president and 
current co-chairperson of the 
advisory body on university 
financing to the Ontario gov- 
ernment. 

Notre Dame University Fac- 



ulty Association president 
Vince Salvo predicted a contin- 
uing decline of faculty and staff 
resulting from the notice, 
despite Board of Governors 
chairperson Lloyd Hoole's 
assurance that contracts could 
be renewed when the new Instit- 
ution is established. 

The faculty was reduced to 
23 this year from 54 the 
Drevious apademic year, and 
students now number about 
400, down from a high of 1,000 
in 1971. The Winegard report 
recommends only 10 faculty 
members for the Notre Dame 
campus . of the proposed 
university. 

Winegard toured British Col- 
umbia last summer holding a 
series of hearings to determine 
educational needs for the B. C. 
Interior pending the closure of 
Notre Dame. Among the 
suggestions he received was 
. the proposal of a multi-campus 
university in four regional 
centres, from the National 
Union of Students and the B. C. 
Students' Federation.

Tho B. C. Students' Federa- 
tion has since voiced approval 
of most of Winegard's recom- 
mendations, but contends the 
administration of the University 
should come from local govern- 
ing boards, rather than from 
Simon Fraser on the coast.

In its resolution, the board 
stated that differential tuition 
fees would discourage stu- 
dents in lower income brackets 
from attending the university, 
restricting attendance to those 
'who have the money and not 
necessarily the academic abil- 

The resolution also said'"any 
Canadian university of stature" 
must have "an appreciable 
number" of visa students. 
Canadian universities "have a 
responsibility to contribute to 
the higher education of visa 
students", especially those 
from third world and devel- 
oping nations. 

The increased . fee will be 
implemented only for next" 
year's nnwcomers and will not 
affect . visa students already 
enrolled at the'U of C. After 
next year, tuition fees may be 
determined by the board and 
approved by the minister. The 
resolution also called for a 
- royal commission to .look 
further into the role of visa 
students in Canada.
